Fjtrm Arenciea Oppose Indians 
During the hearing here the De- 
partment of Agriculture and A&M 
college, operators of the, large live- 
stock experiment station on the 
reservation, joined by the El Reno 
chamber of commerce, state farm 
organizations and cattlemen's 
groups, opposed the claims of th'c 
tribesmen on the grounds thatihc 
treaty of 1867 reserving, the land 
for the two tribes, had been set 
aside by the treaty of 1891.
